DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a container, classified in class 229, subclass 122.34. 

II. Claims 15-21, drawn to a method of making a container, classified in class 53, 
subclass unknown. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product. For example, 
the process of claims 15-21 could be used to make a corrugated container having a sidewall 
construction where the top-to-bottom compression strength, e.g. 1-2 times the combined weight 
of the intended additional containers one wishes to stack thereon as distinguished from claims 1- 
13 which require a corrugated container having a sidewall construction where the top-to-bottom 
compression strength is required to be 4-5 times the combined weight of the additional 
containers. Also, the process of claims 1 5-21 could be used to make a corrugated container 
having a sidewall construction which is adapted to store, e.g. 500 pounds of dry-flowable 
material and rated to support a single desired container above the bulk materials container, a 
compression strength of 5000 pounds as distinguished from claim 14 which requires a container 
construction which will store 1000-2000 pounds of material, rated to support second and third 
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containers stacked thereon, and sidewalls having a compression strength of 8800 to 21000 
pounds. 



there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
